THEIR MAGNIFICENT PARADE. 


Thousands More Arrive Than Were 
Expected, and the Reception 
Committees Are Busy. 


The splendid weather which marks the 
opening day of the great German turnfest 
fille every Turner’s soul with delight. That 
element of the St. Louis population will 
do nothing for the next few days but drink 
in the soft and balmy atmosphere, with 
Frome other things that are peculiar to the 
excellent German. 

The fellow-citizen of the Vaterland is out 
for a good time this week, and all nature 
seems fo favor his having it. 

It is estimated that 20,000 Turners ar- 
rived Thursday morning and fully 10,000 
came in the day before. These, with the 
many strangers attracted to St. Louis by 
the festivities, swell the city’s visitors to 
about. 40,000. 

A large number of visH#ing Turners arrived 
from various parts of the country Wednes- 
day night, and for a time there was a 
erush of humanity at Union Station, which

It was there that Whetstone 
was told of the shortage and told to save 
himself. Fifty thousand dollars were of- 
fered to him with the statement: “If that 
will clear you take it and protect your 
family and the party, which cannot afford 
another exposure.’’

THE DYER-HILL SUIT CLOSED. 


Tedium of the Closing Hours Was Re- 
lieved by Wrangles Between 
the Court and Attorneys. 


Evidence in rebuttal occupied the greater 
part of the day in Judge Flitcraft’s court 
Thursday where the Dyer-Hill $30,000 dam- 
age suit is on trial. 

Rose Lewis, the Morgan street assigna- 
tion-house keeper, was brought in to prove 
that Miss Dyer had never visited her re- 
sort. Cornelius Gunn, a dry goods clerk at 
Nugent’s, testified that Miss Dyer was not 
the lady who accompanied Mr. Hill to the 
store a few days previous to the domestic 
denouement. Miss Thomas and Miss Dyer 
contradicted statements made by Mrs. Hill 
and New York Life Insurance Co. em- 
ployes. 

Interest in the case seems to grow as the 
time approaches for submitting it to the 
jury. 

“Standing room only” was the order of 
the day from the moment the Sheriff rapped 
for order. Women spectators were plentiful, 
but they were hidden by the rows of curi- 
ous men who stood for hours packed to- 
gether like sardines, but evidently enjoying 
the salacious testimony. 

The younger members of the bar were 
present in force. They said they had come 
to profit by Mr. J. D. Johnson's exhibition of 
cross-examination. Mf. Johnson conducts 
his case almost alone, while Miss Dyer's 
battle is fought by Alex Young, Tom Estep 
and M. B. Brown, Virgil Rule keeps track 
of the evidence for Mr. Johnson, while 
young Med. Johnson looks wise at the jury 
and acts as his father’s messenger boy. 


Mr. Johnson closed his case Wednesday 
afternoon by putting Mrs. Hill on the stand.

She 
was composed, intelligent and firm, Several 
times she gave way to tears, but they did 
not interfere with her testimony, or in any 
way retard the progress of the case.

CRYSTALS HAVE LIFE. 


Dr. Von Schroen’s Discovery Which 
Von Holst Is Exploiting. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, May 6.—That 


scientific discovery for the development of 
which Dr. Von Holst of the Chicago Unt- 
versity] wants $500,000 is now out. Dr. Von 
Holst has returned from Naples, bringing 
news that Prof. Von Schroen, a German 
scientist connected with the University of 
Naples, had discovered life in crystals. 
The hills and mountains, he claim, are 
not dead masses, but filled with life. 

Prof. Von Schroen made his discovery by 
bringing the strongest magnifying glasses 
to bear upon the crystals. He watched 
their development and photographed the re- 


mysterious 


sults. 

The photographs show the crystal at its 
birth, the head pushing forth from the 
mother crystal. The young one’s course is 
pictured until it grows away from the 
mother and its body becomes complete. 

Dr. Von Holst enthusiastically said: ‘The 
crystal meets another one from a different 
mother. The two meet and then fight, 
striving and slashing against each other. 
Their battles are to the death, one inva- 
riably being killed. 

“Crystals from the same mother never 
fight, however, no matter where they meet. 
All this—the life, the develépment and the 
contention of these living stones—may be 
plainly seen in the photographs. 

“This new truth will revolutionize philos- 
ophy. It strikes right to the core of nature. 
Its influence will extend to every branch of 
science. It forms a new theory. 

“None could do better for the advance- 
ment of science than give $600,000 towards 
assisting Prof. Von Schroen’s discovery.”

ATHENS, May 6.—A dispatch from the 
front announces that Prince Constantine's 
army retired yesterday evening in perfect 
order. upon Domokos, about thirteeh Mifles 
south of Pharsala, where the Greeks will 
await the attack of the Turks. 

Pharsala has been abandoned and tele- 

graph communication with that place has 
been cut. , 
Gen. Smolenski’s brigade of Greek troops 
is also about to retreat from Velestino. 
Smolenski may fall back on Volo and try 
to hold that place under the protection ét 
the Greek fleet, or he may retreat on Al- 
myro (Halmyros) with the view possibly 
of affecting a junction later with the main 
body of the Greek army. 

The powers are about to Intervene. The 
Ministers of Great Britain, France, Russia 
and Italy have been Instructed to propose 
mediation between Greece and Turkey and 
similar instructions to the German and 
Austrian Ministers are expected every mo- 
ment.

MT. VERNON, Ill., May 6.—The Supreme 
Court of Illinois, through Chief Justice Ma- 
gruder, to-day sustained the judicial ap- 
portionment bill passed by the Legislature 
in April last. A case was brought to the Su- 
preme Court by agreement to test the valid- 
ity of that apportionment law. The Dem- 
ocratic nominees, Messrs. Geo. W. Herdman, 
Owen P. Thompson, and T. T. Beach, pre- 
sented nomination papers duly attested 
from a convention in the old Seventh Judi- 
cial Circuit. Secretary of State Rose re- 
fused to receive or file them. The nominees 
came into court and petitioned for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the Secretary of State 
to file the papers and certify the nomina- 
tions to the county clerks of the respective 
counties in the old Seventh Judicial Cir- 
cult for publication upon the official ballot. 

The contention of the petitioners was that 
the Legislature which convened in January, 
1897, could ‘not pass a constitutional reap- 
portionment of the State into judicial cir- 
cuits unless it does so under an emergency 
clause and hence the so-called reapportion- 
ment bill passed April 23, 1897, without the 
emergency clause, is not only inoperative, 
but it is unconstitutional. The reapportion- 
ment to -be legal without the emergency 
clause should have been passed by the Leg- 
isiature of 1895. 

This ruling sustains Secretary Rose in the 
position he assumed in regard to the Above 
mentioned nominations. The court has not

STBWART'S MURDER. 


STATE’S EVIDENCE AIL PLACED 
BEFORE THE JURY, 


KILLED BY KNOCK-OUT DROPS. 


Story of How the Wealthy Michigan 
Man Was Drugged and Then 
Robbed. 


“Well, gentlemen, did you rest well last 
mght?” was the question Judge Zachritz 
put to the jury in opening court Wednes- 
day in continuation of the case of Bertha 
Nixon and Lizzie Henry, charged with mur- 
dering William H. Stewart. 

“There is a rumor that Deputy Sheriff 
Becker is a heavy snorer,” the judge con- 
tinued, and the jurors laughed immodestly. 

Becker said he had not slept a wink all 
night, and the trial was taken up. 

Detective Dennis O’Connell wae the last 
witness for the State Wednesday. 

The women are charged with murder in 
the first degree, the indictment reading that 
on the night of December 9 they poisoned 
William H. Stewart, a wealthy civil engin- 
eer of Saginaw, Mich., with the object of 
robbing him. 

O'Connell testified to the find! of the 
unconscious, man in the yard back of 1266 
Washingten avenue, the home of the two 
women, and to his death the me night 
at the Dispensary. 

Witness said that when he went back to 
the Washington avenue house to arrest 
the women he ascertained that they had 
moved. After considerable work, he found 
they had moved to the basement of the 
house at 1301 Gay etreet, and there he ar- 
rested Bertha Nixon, haries and Mary 
Griffo and J. W. Brooks, the last three 
being colored. 

Lizzie Henry left town and in three or 
four daye it was found that she had rela- 
tives in Toledo, O., and the Toledo authori- 
es were asked to be on the lookout for 

er. 

In a few days word was received that the 
woman was under arrest in Toledo and De- 
tective O’Connell went after her. She had 
been in the St. Louts jail only a short while 
when Detective O’Connell and Chief Des- 
mond secured from her and Bertha Nixon 
a confession in which they admitted that 
they had put knock-out drops in Stewart's 
beer and when he had become ous 
ae robbed him. 

They became frightened when they could 
not bring Stewart back to consciousness 
and had Charles and Mary Griffo take him 
into the back yard where he was found by 
the police. The Henry woman confessed 
that she had given a watch and ring, which 
she had taken from Stewart, to Brooks, 
who pawned them. That finished the evi- 
dence for the State.

Consulting the same dictionary, we find 
that the citizen who knuckles humbly to the 
trusts, the lawyer who hires out his brain 
and tongue to them, the politician who in 
return for his service asks their support, 
the official who becomes their lackey—we 
find that all these are good men, deserving 
well of their country. Similarly, the news- 
paper which acts ag the attorney, the valet 
of predatory wealth, represents the reputa- 
ble, high-minded, conservative press, where- 
as the newspaper that knows a thief when 
it sees him and lays the cudgel on his back 
in the common interest is an incendiary 
sheet. 

The trust dictionary is a useful compila- 
tion. Its power to open the eyes of the 
average American to the real character of 
the trusts and their method of creating pre- 
judices and forming public opinion ought to 
be great. “Demagogue: One who disap- 
proves of trusts, capital’s last develop- 
ment,” is a definition not only interesting 
in itself but of high political value.

DENNIS DEVOY PERTURBED. 


But the City Counselor Says He Has 
No Ground of Complaint. 


Dennis Devoy, author of the Justice of 
the Peace law now in force, is after the 
Constables. He says they are violating the 
law by taking bills for collection before 
bringing suit. 

City Counselor Marshall says there is no 


law to prevent a Constable from collect- 
ing bills for anybody who may put a claim 
in h's hands. 

“The whole tendency of laws governing 
courts is to prevent litigation,’’ said Mr. 
Marshall. “The courts will never punish 
any one for settl'ng a civil case before it 
comes to trial. The collection of claims by 
Constables does not deprive the city of rev- 
enue because the city makes no profit out 
of the Justice Courts. None of them are 
self-sustaining and the costs collected do 
not cover the actual expense entailed on 
the city in trying cases. Adjustment of a 
suit as a rule means a saving of expense 
to the city. Besides there is nothing in the 
Devoy law forbidding a Constable to collect 
claims before bringing sult. It simply says 
he shall get a fee of 2% per cent on all col- 
lections. On the other hand a section of the 
old law not repealed by the new law ex- 
pressly provides for the collection of claims 
by a €onstabie before suit is brought and 
stipulates that he shall be responsible on 
his bond for such collections,”’ ay

JUGGLING RED HOT IRON. 


How Workmen on the Skyscrapers 
Manipulate the Rivets. | 


At the southeast corner of Seventh and 
Pine streets workmen are rearing an iron 
sky-scraper that is rapidly making its way 
up. Crowds are always standing around 


watching the men at work. The most inter- 
esting feature is the way the iron rivets are 
handled, One man stands. say on the fifth 
floor, beside a bellows and forge, where the 
rivets are kept red hot. With a pair of 
tongs he picks them out, one at a time. and 
throws them where they are needed. Red 
and —— they go flying through the air 
all about him, sometimes to a distance of 
forty feet. Another man catches the red 
hot rivets in the little tin bucket from which 
he drinks his beer at dinner time. Both the 
pitcher and catcher are experts, and none 
of the rivets ever get away.

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TEN YEARS FOR 


KILLING A WAITER. 


ATTORNEY THOMAS REVELEY 
CONVICTED OF MURDER, 


THE VERDICT SURPRISED HIM. 


He and His Counsel Thought Michael 
Green’s Death Would Prove 
Justifiable Homicide. 


Thomas Reveley was found guilty of mur- 
der in the second degree by a jury in Judge 
Withrow’s Court Thursday morning. His 
puiishment was fixed at ten years in the 
penitentiary. 

Reveley was tried for the murder of Mich- 
ael Green on February 17, 1896. Green was 
a waiter in the Golden Lion saloon and 
restaurant, at Seventh and Pine streets. 
Reveley is a well-known lawyer. The ver- 


divt was a surprise to nearly all who fcl- 
lowed the trial. 

The jury had been out all night and had 
returned a sealed verdict. Reveley was in 
the prisoner’s dock when court convened. 
He appeared grave, but a look of confidence 
was plainly apparent. When the clerk read 
the verdict he started, his face flushed, but 
in a moment a ghastly pallor overspread 
his countenance and he leaned forward in 
his chair. His hands gripped the arms, and 
he looked at the jury as though he had 
not heard aright. 

Reveley’s leading counsel, Col. R. 8. 
McDonald, was astonished at the verdict. 

e was confident of an acquittal. Col. 
McDonald was assisted in the trial by At- 
torneys John C. Dempsey and Rozier Meigs. 
A motion for a new trial was entered. 

On the night of the murder Reveley en- 
tered the Golden Lion saloon. He was in- 
toxicated. Michael Green, a waiter, nearly 
60 years old, made a remark ag Reveley 
started to pick up some lunch. The at- 
torney thought it reflected on him. A 

uarrel ensued, but Reveley left before 
they came to blows. 

He went across the street and remained 
for half an hour. When he returned he 
carried a knife. The quarrel was renewed 
and Reveley used his knife. Green was 
taken to the City Hospital, where he died 
a week later. 

Reveley is about S% years old and is un- 
married. His home is in St. Louis County 
and he is highly connected.

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UGLY CHARGES MADE AGAINST 
EX-SUPT. CASSELL. 


MADE BY LIBRARIAN SPENCER. 


ME. SENSATION 


The Board Took No Action and Many 
Friends Defended Cassell and 
His Administration. 


fpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

EX-CONFEDERATE HOME, HIGGINS- 
VILLE. Mo., May 6.—In accordance with a 
bill passed by the Thirty-ninth General As- 
gembly, the Missouri Ex-Confederate Home 
is now an eleemosynary institution under 
State control. 

For two days the recently appointed State 
Board of Managers was in session here 
electing new officers for the home and 
completing the details preliminary to for- 
mal] transfer of the property to the State. 

The proceedings at the board meeting 
were tinged with sensation. J. M. Spencer, 
Librarian of the home, appeared before the 
board and preferred charges against Capt. 
T. W. Cassell of Jackson County, who has 
been Superintendent of the institution for 

the last four years. Librarian Spencer 
boldly stated that Supt. Cassell had been 
guilty of cruelty and harshness to the in- 
mates of the home. He alleged specifically 
that it has been the custom of the Super- 
intendent to use egg Ble gg oy in ad- 
dressing the veterans, sides otherwise 
harassing them. The most serious alle- 
gation registered by the Librarian was that 
an old man by the name of Frank Lupton 
was abruptly driven from the home, The 
only provocation given by Lupton, so Spen- 
cer alleged, was that he had begged to be 
excu from removing ashes from a boiler 
when he was too sick to work. 

“T witnessed this inhuman act,” Libra- 
rian Spencer exclaimed. 

Superintendent Cassell was present while 
Spencer gave testimony. He remained calm 
throughout the ordeal. 

Librarian 5 necer is above the average in 
point of intelligence and his ready command 
of language enables him to give vent to 
many caustic utterances. In minute detail 
he enumerated what‘ he termed the many 
faults of Supt. Cassell, the substance of 
which was a recital of instances wherein 
extremely harsh language had been used. 

Librarian Spencer is a tall, sparely built 
Virginian, with keen eyes and a typical 
Southern idea of courtesy, honor and re- 
taliation., 

Near the close of his testimony, there 
was a highly sensational scene. 

Pointing his long, tapering forefinger at 
Supt. Cassell, Spencer exclaimed in a man- 
ner most dramatic: 

“A member of this honorable board has 
credited Supt. Cassell with great bravery. 
In the name of God, what is bravery? On 
the battle-field I never saw a brave com- 
mander oppress a prisoner or a subordi- 
mate fellow soldier, Bravery! Bravery! 
What bravery!’’ ; 

There was a fierce gleam in Spencer's 
eyes and his lips were ashy pale as he re- 
tired from the presence of the Board of 
Managers. | 

Supt. Cassell very calmly stated that he 
was not aware of ever having mistreated 
any of the inmates. His action toward the 
veterans had always been prompted by hu- 
mane consideration and his ruling had been 
no more firm than was absolutely essential 
to proper discipline. 

Dr. J. J. Fulkerson, the Home surgeon, 
who is one of the most prominent physi- 
cians in this section of the State, testified 
on behalf of Supt. Cassell. In his capacity 
as physician he had opportunity to know the 
inmates intimately, and he knew of no in- 
Stances of wron doing on the part of the 
Superintendent, The doctor thought the in- 
firmity of some of the veterans might cause 
them to fancy grievances that in reality 
were nothing but myths. 

Frank Lupton, the old man who was ex- 
pelled from the Home, or who left of his 
own volition, as the case may be, was ques- 
tioned by the members of the board. He 
substantially corroborated the story told by 
Spencer. The unfortunate Lupton ‘is now 
eking out a precarious existence, Going odd 
jobs around Higginsville. 

- Rousin, an inmate, appeared be- 
fore the board and gave testimony highly 
favorable to the Superintendent. “He was 
thoroughly informed as to the inside affairs 
of the home, he said, and he knew of no 
just reason for complaint. He said he 
was very much impressed with the belief 
that Supt. Cassell has been a humane Super- 
intendent during his administration, and 
that he is a good man in general. 


The board took no action relative to the 
charges against Supt. Cassell, there being 
doubt among some of the members as to 
whether he deserved censure, while others 
openly proclaimed the belief that the Super- 
intendent was guilty of no wrong what- 
ever and that he deserved praise for the 
discipline he had maintained. 

Among the 12 inmates of the home and 
among the Pa of Higginsville there is 
the usual division of opinion regarding 
Supt. Cassell’s manner of discharging the 
trust imposed upon him. Some of the in- 
mates signed petitions asking that he be 
retained, while others supported Librarian 
Spencer in his emphatic i reamatn tion. 

Over in Higginsville, two miles distant 
from the Home, all the townspeople are 
familiar with the sorrows and the joys of 
the veterans. Some of the villagers attach 
credence to the grievances of the complain- 
ing inmates, while equally as many are ar- 
rayed on the other side. Among the Cassell 
supporters is the local post of the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy.

Many financial obstacl were 
encountered during his administration, 
when the institut!on depended upon the lib- 
erality of the public for support. With all 
of these trials, Supt. Cassell dealt in a high- 
ly satisfactory manner and he delivers the 
property to the State in a condition that 
meets the approval of the most exacting. 
The buildings and fences are in good re- 
pair and the farm on which the Home is 
located shows evidence of careful atten- 
tion. There is an air of cleanliness through- 
out the Home, a wealth of green grass on 
the big lawn and many other essentials to 
comfort. 


Capt. G. E. Patton, the newly-elected Su- 
perintendent, of the Home, will assume act- 
ive charge June 1, at which time there will 
be a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Board of Managers. Capt. Patton has 
an excellent record. He is a native of Ray 
County, Missouri, but located in Clay Coun- 
ty many years ago. There he was elected 
Sheriff, which office he filled with dis- 
tinguished credit. It was away ‘back in 1872 
when ar Patton served as Sheriff, and 
at that time Clay County was a somewhat 
turbulent baliwick. Every responsibility 
was met promptly and it is the talk of old- 
timers that there never was a better Sheriff 
than “Cap.” Patton. Although but a youth 
when the civil war opened, Capt. Patton 
shouldered arms for the Southern Confeder- 
acy and remained in the service until the 
close. An armless sleeve hangs limp by his 
side. Bravery in rushing to the front at 
Vicksburg caused the loss of the arm, In 
personal appearance Capt. Patton is a typi- 
cal Southerner. He is well educated and 
has all of the chivalry characteristic of the 
Southland. 
After he had served as Sheriff Capt. Pat- 
ton entered the newspaper business. He 
was the founder of the erty Advance, one 
of the leading Democratic papers in north- 
ern Missouri. For four years ee. Patton 
edited the Advance, when he relinquished 
the active management in favor of two

miles distant. Lafayétte is one of the most 
fertile counties in the State, Higg.neville 
is one of the prettiest towns and the Ex- 
Confederate farm could not be more ad- 
vantageously located. Higginsville has a 
population of about 3,500. Shade trees and 
grass are very much in evidence at this 
time of year and the tinkle of cowbells 
gives just enough rural tinge to make the 
place an inviting retreat. 


But Higginsville is a city of business, as 
well as a city of pretty homes. It is the 
center of 400 acres of coal, has electric 
lights, waterworks, one of the finest city 
hall buildings in the State outside of the 
large cities, two up-to-date newspapers, two 
railroads, a branch court-house, with a di- 
vision of the Circuit Court, besides many 
other evidences of commercial prosperity. 

The bill passed by the Legislature making 
the Ex-Confederate Home a State institu- 
tion carried with it an appropriation of 
$26,400 for the biennial period. Of this 
amount $12,000 per annum is set apart for 
maintenance and $1,200 for repairs. Mem- 
bers of the Board of Managers say the 
amount is barely sufficient. 

The Ex-Confederate Home was first or- 
anized in 1889. On August 17 of that year 
t was incorporated ang*‘up to the time the 
State took charge of it, it was maintained 
by private contribution. The orig’nal incor- 
poratorgs were Thomas J. Portis, Leroy B. 
Valliant, O. F. Guthrie, George B. Thomson, 
James R. Clayburn, Henry Guibor, Frank 
Gaiennie and James Bannerman. 

Under the present regime, the State 
Board of Managers is composed as follows: 
James Bannerman, St. Louis, President; 
H. A. Newman, Huntsville, Secretary, B. 
F. Murdock, Platte City, Treasurer; B. C. 
Jones, Poplar Bluff; F. L. Pitts, Jefferson

W. Halliburton, Carthage; A. L. Zollinger, 
Otterville, and F. M. Lake, Higginsville.

WAR OF ~ EXTERMINATION. 


Gomez Fights His Way With 
Cavalry Through the Epan- 
ish Lines.

NEW YORK, May 6.—Twenty invalids in 
a Cuban hospital were slaughtered near 
Govea, in Havana Province, a few days 
ago, says a dispatch to the Sun. Christina 
Herrera and her children, who were among 
the nurses, were horribly mistreated, and 
one daughter is supposed to have been car- 
ried off as prey for the Spanish officers. 
A Spanish officer, a young man, refused to 
join in the assassination. He was shot 
dead by a Lieutenant. 

The most cruel in the barbarous work 
were the irregulars of the guerrilla forces, 
who are all common criminals and outlaws 
from the Spanish penal colonies in Africa, 
engaged by Gen. Weyler for this war of ex- 
termination. While the killing was going 
on Christina Herrara and her children were 
guarded by soliders. After the murders, 
the guards sold the young girl of 10 years. 
A Captain won her for $ and outraged her, 
leaving her fainting to the hands of the 
soldiery. What followed is too shocking 
to describe, The poor mother fell In a 
swoon, When she recovered she was told 
that Justa had disappeared, and with her 
other two children she was brought to 
Havana. 

La Lucha practically admits the truth of 
the story, but adds that the women were 
disreputable. 

Gomez is now moving to the west, prob- 
ably with the intention of entering Matan- 
gags Province. Four days ago he was sur- 
rounded in Santa Clara Province by almost 
all the Spanish regular forces there, num- 
bering more than 980,000 men.

$15,000 to charity, but that is not the feature 
of the will that is causing comment. 

In a two-story brick house with well-kept 
lawn and attractive side entrance, 3220 Mor- 
gan street, lives Miss Mary E. Brooke. 

Since Mr. Plant’s death last Friday, M‘ss 
Brooke denied herself to callers. A 
Post-D'spatch reporter who called at the 
house Thursday morning was denied admis- 
sion, and was informed that Miss Brooke 
was too ill to see anyone. 

It is°a bequest of $530,000 to Miss Brooke, 
in the will left by Mr. Plant, that ‘s caus- 
ing comment among club men. The _ be- 
quést was also a complete surprise to the 
relatives of the deceased. 

Since the will was filed the legacy has be- 
come a matter’of common talk, for the 
deceased was one of the most prominent 
men in St. Louls, member of the St. Louis 
and University clubs, spending most of his 
leisure at the former, and of the St. Louis 
Jockey Club. He was also a member of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, President of the 
Plant Milling Co., and at one time a director 
of the Bank of Commerce. The Plant Miil- 
ing Co. is one of the oldest concerns in the 
city, founded in 184 by the late George P. 
father of George J. and the late 
Samuel Plant, an uncle. 

George J. Plant was born

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SHOT HIMSELF 
IN THE MOUTH 


LOUIS LIEBIG COMMITS SUICIDE 
IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 


HAD JUST GOT AN OFFICE. 


He Was an Old Man Without Any Ap- 
parent Reason for Wish- 
ing to Die. 


Louis Liebig, aged 64, of 611 North Seventh 
street, East St. Louis, committed suicide 
at thé National Stock Yards at 8 a. m. 
Thursday. | ee 

He shot himself with a 28-caliber revolver, 
the bullet entering ‘his mouth and passing 
through his brain, causing instant death. 
He was sitting in a chair at the entrance to 
John Kirk’s stables when he fired the shoi, 
and no one Was near him at the time. The 
flattened bullet was found inside of his 
soft hat, which was forced from his head 
by the concussion. : 

Liebig had just been appointed City 
Weighmaster and filed his bond Wednes- 
day. He was to take charge of the office, 
the salary of which is $480 a year, to-day. 


The cause of the suicide is not known. 
He leaves an aged widow and two grown 
sons. Valentine Liebig, the eldest son, is 
an employe of the. St. Louis Water Works, 
and lives with his family at 3112 North 
Twenty-fifth street, St. Louis. Henry, the 
other son, is an invalid, aged 28, unmarried, 
and lives at his parents’ home. 

Mrs. Liebig was overcome with grief 
when informed that her husband was dead. 
The lady said that her husband left home 
in excellent spirits at 7 o’clock and she 
could conceive of no reason why he should 
kill himself. The family is.in comfortable 
circumstances, having money in the bank. 
Liebig seemed greatly elated Wednesday at 
being appointed Weighmaster. 

The neighbors believe he brooded over 
the ill heaith of his wife and youngest son 
until he was prompted to suicide. Mrs. 
Liebig says he threatened to kill himself 
several years ago, but she ‘had not heard 
him repeat such threats during the iast 
five or six years. 

Policeman Bob Monroe was across the 
street from the Kirk stables when the shot 
was fired. He saw Liebig reclining in a 
chair near the front entrance, with his chin 
on his bosom and a pistol in his right band. 
He was dead when the officer reached him. 

A silver watch and — chain, two pairs 
of eyeglasses, a small passbook containing 
his name and address were found in Lie- 
big’s pockets, but there was nothing to in- 
dicate why he killed himself. 

Coroner Schildroth held an inquest Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Liebig had been a resident of East St. 
Louis three years. He formerly conducted 
a saloon at 315 Market street and later at 
1015 North Broadway. He has two brothers 
circumstances at Mascoutah, 
where he lived before coming to St. 
Recently he has been speculating in 
horses, in a small way, at the National 
Stock Yards.

The bones of our martial leaders and 
heroes are widely scattered, says the New 
York Sun. Grant sleeps by the Hudson, 
Sherman on the banks of the Mississippi, 
and Sheridan at Arlington, across the Po- 
temac from Washington. With the excep- 
tion of West Point and Arlington, there is 
no burial place especially set apart for sol- 
diers and sailors which contains the bodies 
of any number of noted leaders. A number 
are buried in the civic cemeteries, Laurel 
Hill, Philadelphia and Spring Grove, Cin- 
cinnati. Sumter’s.-war hero, Gen. Robert 
Anderson, lies at West Pojnt.. In the same 
cemetery are the graves of Gens. Kilpat- 


rick, the dashing cavalryman; J. M. Bran- 
nan, Grover, Hartsuff, William Hays, Mac- 
kenzie, also a distinguished cavalryman, 
Charles P. Stone, Sykes, leader of the Fifth 
Corps, and the veteran Keyes, who died in 
Switzerland in 1895, and was brought to 
West Point for burial. 

On the banks of the Hudson, also, the 
author of the phrase, “If any man attempts 
to haul down the American flag, shoot him 
on the spot,’’ Gen. John A, Dix, found his 
last resting place.

Gen 
Stannard, whose brigade of ‘‘Green Mounts 
ain’ militia turned the tide at Gettysburg, 
in repulsing Pickett’s charge, is buried at 
Burlington, Vt. 

Gen. Joseph Hooker rests in Spring 
Grove Cemetery, Cincinnati. In the same 
cemetery lie the remains of Gen. William 
H. Lytle, the gallant Ohio leader, author of

With scarcely an exception, the bodies of 
heroic soldiers who fell in battle were re- 
covered from the field or afterward taken 
from the battlefield cemeteries for reinter- 
ment at the North. One such exception 
was in the case of the gallant Col. Robert 
G. Shaw, whose regiment of black soldiers 
“their line of eyeballs gleaming white,’ 
had the place of honor in the storming of 
Fort Wagner. Shaw was killed on the par- 
apet, and the Southerners, who held the 
fleld, placed him in a trench scooped out of 
the sand between the fort and the sea. In 
the course of time the action of the waves 
destroyed the surface of the beach to a 
considerable depth and scattered the bones 
of Wagner's heroes beyond recovery. An- 
other war hero, whose last resting place 
can never fit! e honored, is that o 
first leader of the Irish Brigade, Gen.

On fame’s eternal camping grounds,

Beside the grave of Gen, Crittenden stands 
a shaft erected to the memory of a Ken- 
tucky boy hero, his only son, Lieut, Critten- 
den, one of the victims of the Custer mas- 
sacre, 

In Woodlawn Cemetery is buried Gen. 
Robert B. Potter, a brother of Bishop Pot- 
ter of the New York diocese. He led his 
regiment, the Fifty-first New York, in the 
charge across Burnside’s bridge at Antiet- 
am. Later he commanded a division in 
the Ninth Corps, and led it into the smok- 
ing pit of the celebrated crater after the 
explosion of the mine at Petersburg. Gen, 
William F. Bartlett, another hero of the 
crater battle, is buried at Pittsfield, Mass. 
Bartlett led a brigade into the crater, and 
one of his companions, hearing the thud of 
a bullet striking him in the pes: ogeres 
to assist him to a place of safety. “O 
never mind,” gaid Bartlett, “it was only uy 
wooden leg.”’ Admiral James A. Winslow = 
grave is in Forest Hills Cemetery, Boston. 

The little town of Lexington, Va., poids 
the ashes of Robert E. Lee and Stonewa 
Jackson. The chieftain is entombed in the 
chapel of Washington and Lee University, 
and his great field marshal sleeps in the 


town cemetery. 

Richmond's noted cemetery, Holly wood, is 
commonly supposed to hold the podies of 
many noted Confederates, but such is not 
the case. The most distinguished soldier 
buried there is Jeb Stuart, who was cut 
down almost at the gates of Richmond by 
a bullet from the carbine of one of Col. 
Russell Alger’s Michigan troopers. Gen. 
George E. Pickett is also buried at Holly- 
wood. In ground known as the Hill plot, 
near Westbrook and close to Richmond, 
lies the body of Gen. A. P. Hill. 

Gen. Joseph BE. Johnson Is buried in Green- 
mount Cemetery, Baltimore. Gen. Polk, the 
soldier-bishop, who was killed at Johnson's 
side, in front of Atlanta, by a shell which 
Gen. Sherman himself aimed and dis- 
patched on its errand of death, is buried 
at Augusta, Ga. His tomb is underneath the 
chancel of St. Paul’s Church, 

Only one army commander was killed in 
battle. That was Albert Sidney Johnston, 
the soldier who, at the time of his death 
at Shiloh, was the hope of the South. After 
leading a successful bayonet charge in front 
of the terrible Hornet’s Nest, Gen. John- 
ston rode to another part of the fleld to 
order up fresh troops. Without knowing it, 
he was then bleeding to death from an ar- 
tery severed by a bullet that had struck h'm 
during a moment of excitement and had 
not been felt. A stream of blood pouring 
over the top of his boot-leg attracted the at- 
tention of his aids, who helped him from 


the saddle. Death followed before a 
surgeon could be summoned, 

Beauregard is buried in Metarie Ceme- 
tery, New Orieans; Forrest. the Wizard of 
the Saddle, at Elmwood Cemetery, Mem- 
phis; Semmes, Commander of the cruiser 


Alabama, in New Orleans. Gen. 
stead, the only brigadier in Pickett’s col- 
umn who crossed the stonewall barrier on 
Cemetery Ridge, was mortally wounded 
and died a prisoner. He was recognized by 
Federal officers and buried in a churchyard 
of the town. 

Gen. Richard Garnett, when Pickett’s 
column was forming, lay in an ambulance 
rostrated by serious illness. Unwilling to 
left behind, he wrapped himself in a 
blue overcoat picked up on the field, mount- 
ed his horse and led his brigade as far as 
the Emmittsburg pike, A high fence ob- 
structed the column at that point and the 
Federal fire from the bridge added to the 
confusion in Pickett’s ranks. Garnett rode 
along the front, urging his men to press 
forward. He was then covered with blood 
and leaned over well upon his horse’s neck. 
Suddenly there was a fresh outburst of 
bullets. from the ridge. Steed and _ rider 
went down together, and the column moved 
on. After the repulse of Pickett the body 
of Gen. Garnett lay unrecognized between 
the lines. His sword and field glass were 
found and subsequent restored to his 
family, but the most diligent search and 
inquiry failed to la his burial among 
the unknown dead of Gettysburg.

He is kept 
busy with maps and railway guides and 
with general passenger and freight agents. 
Then he has to watch the financial skies. 
If he sees a dead town ahead, he shies away. 
He is supposed to know the cities where the 
circus is most loved, and there he is 
drawn like a magnet. 

The last of the seven is Henry, aged 27, 
who has exclusive control of the conces- 
sions. He watches out for the side show 
the refreshment stands and the sale of 
photographs and songs. To Henry the pub- 
lic owes a debt of gratitude in that lemon- 
ade is provided at the stands—not circus 
lemonade. There is a difference. 

Of these seven brothers, two—August and 
Henry—are not in the partnership. They are 
on the salary list. 

The manner in which these brothers pull 
together is interesting. Everything is har- 
mony in the Ringling camp, and that is 
due to a policy of non-interference. This 
was well illustrated by an accident Wed- 
nesday night. Charley Ringling saw some 
men.sprinkling the hippodrome track. He 
thought they were making it too sloppy, 
but instead of cautioning them he hunted 
up his brother, Al. It was Al’s department, 
and it was his duty to attend to the condi- 
tion of the track. 

In many things this circus resembles an 
army. For instance, the Ringlings avoid as 
much as possible giving orders to any of 
their subordinates. There are four sub- 
chiefs of division—a boss canvas man, a 
superintendent of hostlers, a band leader 
and a menagerie director. These have au- 
thority to hire and discharge, and the Ring- 
lings hold them directly responsible. 

Every night after the circus the brothers 
go to their private car and have a cabinet 
meeting. They discuss the work of the day 
and the plans for the next. Each reports 
what has been done in his department, and 
asks if others have any suggestions to 
make, This is the only time during the 
twenty-four hours when one even counsels 
another. 

This private car of the Ringlings is a 
feature in itself. It is a beauty. There are 
five staterooms—one for each of the brofh- 
ers—a dining-room, a library and smoker, 
a bath-room and a kitchen. The dining- 
room is where the cabinet meetings are 


held. 

Although the brothers have never been 
known to disagree upon any matter of 
moment, yet they are not given to senti- 
mentality. Each one is strictly business so 
far as the circus is concerned and holds 
himself in duty bound to work for the gen- 
eral interest above the individual. If one 
is going wey, on a trip he exclaims, ‘‘Well, 
boys, I'm off,” and boards a train. There 
is no clasping of hands or “‘I’m sorry you're 
going, Charley,”’ etc. 

They have thus pulled in harness to- 
gether all their lives, and they work as 
splendidly as those magnificent horses of 
which they are so justly proud. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature is 
the community interest and the confidence 
shown by each one of the five brothers in 
the other. Starting when they were boys 
with a pin show in a barn in the little Wis- 
consin village where they were born, then 
branching out into a little tent, and then 
with a few wagons, they have never, to this 
day, had a word of disagreement. . 
Theirs is not a partnership affair tn the 
legal acceptance of the term. There are 
no papers binding them to do and not to do 
certain things; nor are there documents pro- 
viding what each is to receive from the 
treasury. It is share and share alike. When 
one wishes some money he draws it, and 
once in a while they go over the books and 
see where they stand. 

None of the boys carries life insurance. 
It Is unwritten law with them that should 
one die his wife is to continue a member of 
the community and receive the same treat. 
ment as would her husband were he alive 
Ry this implicit trust {nm one another and 
this perfect understanding they have in- 
crensed their property from the little pin 
show in a barn to a great circus, in which 
$2,009.000 is invested. Aside from the in- 
vestment, each brother is now quite 
wealthy.

MURDER, SURRENDERS. 


KILLED AN ANGRY HUSBAND. 


While He Was Dodging the Police An- 
other Husband and a Father 
Got on His Trail. 


Joseph Spray of 1447 O'Fallon street fled 
to the Fourth District Police Station 
Thursday morning to escape an outraged 
husband and angry father, who were hot 
on his trail. He arrived at the station tn 
time to be arrested for the murder of 
George Baker, a neighbor. 

The police have been searching for Spray 
since the night of April #4, when he 
smashed Baker’s skull with a brick. Com- 
plaint was made to the police that Spray 
had made improper advances to Mrs, Baker, 
who lives at 1449 O’Fallon street, and was 
advancing to assault her when the husband 
came in, The two men clinched and fought 
for some minutes in the room. Finally 
they got into the yard, and it is claimed 
Spray struck his antagonist with a brick- 
bat. He then fled and Baker was taken to 
the City Hospital. Search was immedi- 


ately instituted for Spray, but he foiled 
every effort to capture him. 

Wednesday evening Dr. Sutter advised 
Capt. Joyce that Baker was dying. Patrol- 
men in citizens’ clothes were put out with 
detectives with orders to brin in 
Spray. A few minutes past 8 o’clock Thurs- 
day morning a man, somewhat fiurried, en- 
tered the Fourth District Station. Sergt 
Woodlock mg rg | recognized Spray, and 
arrested him. He had nothing to say, but 
seemed to be in a hurry to be taken to the 
holdover. 

Later it developed from the prisoner that 
the father and brothers of Annie Buch- 
felder of 1417 Chambers street were after 
him for betraying the girl. A child was 
born to her last week. She said Spray was 
its father, and the elder Buchfelder started 
out to find him, but he was then dodging 
the police and could not be located. 

But Buchfelder did find another man who 
wished badly to meet Spray. This was Ed 
Redmond of 1449 O’Fallon street, who was 
deserted by his wife two weeks ago on ac- 
count of the fascinating Joseph, who has a 
wife and family of his own. Redmond 
claims his wife become so infatuated with 
Spray that she neglected her duties, and 
when he rebuked her she left. Spray 
turned up missing at the same time. 

Wednesday night Spray stayed with his 
mother on O’Fallon street, near Fifteenth. 
Redmond and Buchfelder located him and 
determined to get him Thursday morning. 
Word reached Spray they were on his trial, 
and also that during the night the district 
had filled up with detectives and ‘‘fly cop- 
— He knew he could not get two 

locks without being arrested, and feared 
to try it because of the close proximity of 
the men he had wronged. He decided to 
*give himself up to the police and answer 
the charge of disturbing the peace made 
by Baker. He boarded a Cass avenue car, 
and went to the station. It was not until 
he was under arrest that he learned that 
Baker was dead and the charge of disturb- 
ing the peace had been supplanted by one 
of murder. 

In the holdover he talked freely of the 
fight, but denied that a woman was in it, 
and claimed Baker was about to brain him 
with an ax when he used the brick. He 
admitted betraying the Buchfelder girl, but 
denied eloping with Mrs. Redmond. 


EX-CASHIER BURR. 


A Petition in Circulation for His Re- 
lease From the Pen. 


It was said Thursday morning that the 
friends of William E. Burr, Jr., late cashier 
of the St. Louis National Bank,would short- 
ly make a determined effort to secure his 
parodn. 

He is now in the Jefferson City peniten- 
tiary, and has served one year of his five 
years’ sentence. 


It is understood the young man’s friends 
will, in making their plea to President Mc- 
Kinley, dwell strongly on the fact that res- 
titution has been made. 

Young Burr was for years cashier of the 
St. Louis National Bank, of which his 
father was one of the founders. 

He was indicted three years ago for em- 
bezzling $30,000 of the bank’s funds. The 
case dragged along in the courts for nearly 
two years. In December, 1895, he was sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for five years. 
His attorney, ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, 
made herculean efforts to save him.
